Miss 
Wood had only two or three rehear- 
sals, but she proved fully equal to the 
exacting emergency. 


It introduces a cross at swords be-

which they make happily realistic. 


Both Mr. Wheeler and Mr. Merrow 


showed good understanding of their 
roles and were never 
commonplace.

Albert James enacts the character of

time.

pertormance of Zephra for such an 
impatient master as a daily newspaper

vantage. Being a witness of three or 
lour repetitions would bettor fortify 
him for the task. 


The spectacle teems so thickly with 


brilliant and unique drills, 
marches 


and pageants and such a lavish dis- 
play of special costumes, scenery and 
calcium effects that the looker-on, is 
well nigh bewildered in his efforts to 
grasp the significance of all the swift- 
ly crowding features. 


The "Brownies" and 
the "News- 


joys" sprang into favor quickly on 
Monday evening—sprang into favor in 
.he first act, and then ceased for the 
rest of the evening to be Thespians 
and came out and took in the remain- 
der of the program from the seats. And 
some had the marks of the "make-up" 
on their faces as they mingled with 
lie audience. 


The "Brownies" were very up-to-

The newsboys were tattered and 


:orn and so were the papers they car- 
ried under their arms. They had plenty 
of smut on their facs—also roguish 
smiles, indicating that they thought 
it great fun to be real "show-actors" 
once in their lives. They all sang their 
one chorus well and did some 
droll 


hops. 


In the third scene of the second act 


are blended choice dances, presenting 
as many sets of young girls. The most 
novel of these is the "Merry-go-round," 
in which the participants figures. 


The "Danse Volente" by the "Black- 


birds" is another quaint and clever 
feature. The "Tarantella" is notable 
for the loveliness of the bevy of las- 
sies who carry it through. The "Rose 
Bud Danse" is performed by a group 
of little girls who are quite abreast 
with their older sisters in adeptness, 
This is an exceedingly pretty episode, 


In the finale of this second act, the 


yeomen and peasants join in a pot 
pourri of songs that arc agreeable, and 
Miss Goodwin makes a most favorable 
Impression in a soprano solo on an olc 
theme, "Ix)u, Lou. I Love You," She 
does it very daintily.

effectives portions 


the third act are the march of the roy 
al guards and the grand patriotic fi 
nalo, "Miss Liberty." 


These royal guards arc well worth 


going to soc. They must have drilled 
frequently and diligently. They main 
tain a surprisingly even 
alignmen 


throughout, and move with spirit, ii 
the many difficult evolutions 
which 


they perform. They got enthusiast! 
and persistent applause. 


Naturally the patriotic "Miss Liber 


ty" unfurls a small starry flag In th 
right hand of everybody on the stage 
while Mr*. J. Norris Parker,difopl*yiuj 


a larger one, sings, the solo, and the 
others come in on the chorus. 


The spectacle is brought to a de- 


lightful close by a series of beautiful 
tableaux. It is more discreet to omit 
any further details of these final trans- 
formations and leave them to be en- 
joyed at future performances by all 
who have not yet seen Zephra.

"The history of the Vorld Is full of

poor memory, and yet that faculty can 
be developed as easily as can the bi- 
ceps muscle, ..Nor is it necessarj to go 
to a*ny processor of memory or to mas- 
ter any elaborate system in order" to r.r- 
compllsb. this result. 
One decs not 


have to go to a gymnasium to stiengtu- 
en onfe's, arm or back. Sawiug wood or 
rowing a boat -will do it. 
Similarly 


memory tnay be cultivated by one's 
own efforts and amid one's ordinary 
pursuits. 


One man made the Sunday service 


of his church serve as a memory exer- 
cise. After the service he would en- 
deavor to recall the numbers of all 
hynms sung, the chapter and verse of 
the Scripture lesson, words o£ anthem, 
texts and points of sermon. This re- 
quired the paying oJ close attention 
and a conscious effort to impress these 
things upon his mind. By this and 
other equally simple means ke develop- 
ed a memory that was absolutely at 
his command. 


Famous speakers who have memo- 


rized their speeches have adopted va- 
rious simple devices to'aid them. The 
late Hon. John Bright fixed in mind 
the different points in his speeches 
by first drawing little figures or picto- 
rial representations. 
If part of bis 


speech had to do with a bridge, he 
would make a little sketch of such a 
structure or if with Ireland or Scot- 
land he would sketch a small map of 
the country or the district. He could 
lemember these figures or pictures. 
When he rose to his feet, he could see 
them in imagination and select them 
one by one as he proceeded from point 
to point In the address, not Laving any 
note or manuscript by him at all That 
•was the method that best suited him. 


Another 
way of memorizing the 


points of an address to be delivered, 
one which the writer has frequently 
used, is by means of anagrams. It is 
very simple 
Suppose one were called 


upon to deliver a Fourth of July ora 
tlon and wished to speak mainly on 
these three points: First, historic orl 
ghi of the day; second, the success of 
the experiment in government then in 
augui-ated; third, the destiny of the re- 
public. A very suitable anagram to re- 
call these points to mind would be the 
letters U. S. A. He could set his top 
ics down in this way: 


Union proclaimed by Declaration of 


Independence. 


Success of experiment In go% eminent 
After the present, what? 
IIo does not need to take any note* 


with him on the platform. He can eas- 
ily remember these letters. Remem 
bering them, they recall his topics, and 
remembering the general topic It will 
Itself suggest any subdivisions per- 
taining to it. 


Certain people possess \vhat may be 


called the bump of location. If they 
remember a passage in a book, thej 
can tell you which side of the page it 
Is 
1 on and what part of the page. There 


are students with that kind of a mem 
ory who prepare their recitations by 
taking a large sheet of paper and writ 
Ing diftercnt parts of the lesion in dlf 
ferent places on the paper. They then 
rely on their sense of location to call to 
mind whatever they may wish to re- 
member. 


Again, there are people who have a 


keen eye for color. They will make

A roundabout meth- 
od this may be, out it has served to 
fasten figures In the memory of people 
who had previously found them trou- 
blesome.

way in the long run is slmplj by repe- 
tition and effort to fix the thing in the 
memory directly without tricks of 
memory or artificial methods.

complete as the Baedekers which fur- 
nish" information to travelers in Euro- 
pean countries, has been written under 
his supervision, and it will be pub* 
lished at his expense about a month 
hence Tbe book, containing from 250 
to 300 pages, will be bound in red flexi- 
ble cloth.

THE 
PHILIPPINES. 


By Walter J. Ballard. 


Professor 
Hart 
points out In his 


"Foundations 
of 
American 
Policy" 


that our position towaids the Philip- 
pines is jiiBtthe same as we hold tow- 
ards Louisiana, Florida, and Texas, 
when they wore colonies, and alien 
colonies at uiat. "Anti-Imperlallstf," 
should ponder this Suppose we had 
given up those three valuable states, 
for fear we might not have been able 
to train them to be satisfactory parts 
of our national edifice? 


The Philippines bill provides that 


members of the civil commission, and 
tbe principal civil officers, shall be ai>- 
pointed by the American senate, that 
the judgea of the higher courts shall 
be appointed by the president, that a 
complete census, on the same lines as 
our own, shall be taken, to give con- 
gress the information netessaiy to in- 
telligently establish a popular repie- 
sentative government, that the com- 
mission shall provide additional pro 
•fincial and municipal governments, 
that the public property acquired from 
Spain shall be transferred to the pres- 
ent insular government, that the com- 
mission shall draft a law to regulate 
tuc disposition of the public lands, in 
the meantime granting title to occu- 
pants, (this affects 67,000,000 acres, 
one-half of which are susceptible to 
cultivation,)that the commission may 
temporarily lease lands to cut timber, 
but may not dispose of the 
timber 


lands, that the cam mission may ac- 
quire the lands held by the friars, un- 
der the right of eminent domain, pay 
ing in Philippine currency; occupants 
and actual settlers to have preference 
Jn purchasing, that franchises 
must 


yield a percentage of gross or net earn 
Ings to tbe insular revenues, that im- 
proper exploitation shall not 
be al- 


lowed, that the Philippines coinage 
(shall bear Philippine symbols as well 
mi those of the United States. These 
are the main features 
of 
Senator 


Lodge's carefully drawn bill, without 
a trace of "imperialism" in it. After a 
study of these provisions, it is ridicu- 
lous for any one to eay, that the ail- 
iminlsration at Washington, and 
its 


agent* on the ground, headed by Gov- 
ernor Taft, are not ably grappling with 
this problem of tbe Orient, which fell 
to u», as a logical sequence of our -war 
with.

On the Talbot»county "Debt Cock 


For Quit Claims, Mjchaelmaa, 1755." 
made by Colonel Edward Tilghrnan for 
Henry Hollyday,(E8q..jrepresenting the 
interests of the 
v late * lord proprietor, 


showing what was ttue on quit claims 
on that date, appears the following en- 
try: "Gabriel Sailes—Rich Range. 300 
acres, Cs. Od.; Delph, 100 acres, 2s. Gd." 


These farms were in what is now and 


was probably then called Oxford Neck, 
on the left hand side rof tho public road 
from Hambleton to Ouford, in a pretty 
and rich agricultural section. Since 
Sailes' day among otSier owners of tbe 
land was John Leeds>Kerr, somo'time 
United States senator. 


Of course no one living ever saw 


Gabriel Sailes or ever sa<w any one 
that did see him. He left no descend- 
ants, and as far as is known to the nar- 
rator or to the people he has talked 
with there is no ono of his kindred liv- 
ing. But his nameds as well known to 
this generation as that of any of his 
contemporaries—better 
known 
than 


nearly all of them. Tho stories told 
about him and the traditions attar" 
-g 


to the place keep his name in ren 
i- 


brance. 


He was a mighty man in tallness and 


strength, measuring, ;wc are told, C feet 
8 inches in height, >and of splendid 
physical and muscular 
development. 


Many stories are told of his feats of 
strength, the best of which is this: The 
fame of this powerful man had^gone 
far abroad. It had even reached New 
York city, where exaggerated stories of 
his feats and prowess had been, told 
among men who considered they/were 
something of giants themselves* Tho 
most notorious pugilist in tho country 
at that time was a big and powerful 
New Yorker named Garth, or Goerth. 


He was a man of science in itho pu- 


gilistic art, had whipped manj a man 
and had never been bested himsjlf. Ho 
heard so much about Gabriel Sa iles and 
what he could do that bo got nnad and 
determined to find him and wfhip him. 
One hog killing day in November a 
stranger rode up to the Rai les house. 
"Arc you Mr. Gabriel SaileslV" ho de- 
manded. "Yes. What'll yeh ive?" said 
the eastern shore man to tho J Sew York- 
er, and he was not a bit etai tied at the 
latter'sreply. "My name's Garth. I am 
a fighting man from New Y ork. I have 
heard of you as a fighter. / and I have 
come all the way down here to whip 
you!" 


"All right," said the eastern shore 


man, "wait a mintite until I kill this 
beef." In those days, amd frequently in 
these, it was the cnbtom to wind up the 
proceedings of hog 
killing day by 


slaughtering a beef foriChristmas. The 
animal this time was aibig ox. He was 
brought up in front of Sailes, who 
struck him between the eyes with his 
right fist and knockeil him down. After 
cutting the ox's jugular ho turned 
about to announce to the Now Yorker 
that he was ready to (accommodate him. 
but that worthy was\riding rapidlv out 
the lane, on his way back to New York. 


It is not related of him that he was 


particularly cruel to his slaves. But he 
must have been pranky with them. It 
is told that when they asked 
"Mas' 


Gabriel" for a holiday/he would ex- 
claim: "Holiday, ye black rascals 1 
Yes, ye shall have holiday," and would 
then compel them to climb up on top 
the barn and sit straddle of the roof 
ridge all day. Twenty years ago a gen- 
tleman, then 75 years old, told the nar- 
rator that his father, when a small boy, 
had seen the negroes sitting a-straddle 
the top of Gabriel ** Sailes' barn like so 
many crows. 


But the most singular freak of this 


most extraordinaryiman was connected 
with his death and* burial. He ha 
coffin made while yet alive. It was 
made of two inch-white oak stuff, cut 
and sawed in the iflidnight hours in a 
grbve of white oaks on a headland called/ 
the Devil's Keep. The coffin was open 
at both ends. He directed—the writing 
is still extant—that, "a jug of whisky 
be placed in one end of tbe coffin and a 
plug of tobacco in the 6ther, so that ,if 
the devil comes in at either end ho will 
stop to take a chaw or a drink, and J 
will get out at the other." 


Most fantastic notion, but it is said 


that it was done for the purpose of 
showing what he thought of rum and 
tobacco, of which he used to say, "They 
are a part of the devil's diet and not fit 
for white men to use." 
In the early 


part of this century the grave was open- 
ed through the curiosity of some skep- 
tical people, who affected to disbelieve 
the story. The thick oak coffin was 
there*., both ends of it were open, and 
in one end was a jug. 
A record of the 


fact and the findings was made at the 
time. Another of • the fantastic direc- 
tions was that the grave should be dug 
north and south instead of east and, 
west and a holly tree planted at each 
end. This was done. The hollies are liv- 
ing yet—big venerable trees. He <lied 
about 1760. 


Whoever writes the biographical an- 


nals of Talbot county and leaves out | 
mention of this remarkable man leaves .j 
hie work incomplete. These are a few 
of the stories and anecdotes, eomo eeri- '• 
ons, some comical, tradition keeps alivo 
from generation to generation.

LANGUA&E OF MOLES. 


The most peculiar people among the 


mountaineers of Tennessee nre the 
Malungeons. They are copper colored, 
with high cheek bones, straight noses, 
black hair, rather coarse, black eyes, 
and have more intelligence than the 
ordinary mountaineers. 


Their color and their customs have 


caused them a great deal of trouble. 
Tbe Malungcons number between 400 
and 500. 
They live on Black Katcr 


cre^k, in Hancock county, and they 
have been in that section more than 
100 years. 
The records cf llancock 


county show that their ancestors came 
to Powell'^ valley as early ns 17S9, 
when they took up lauds on Black 
Water. Tradition says they held aloof 
from the white settlers aud spoke a 
strange language, which none of the 
pioneers understood. 
Some of them 


could speak broken English, and by 
this means communicated with tbe 
white merchants to the extent of buy- 
ing arms and ammunition and other 
supplies which they could not procure 
in the valleys of their mountain homes. 


Before the war the Mnluugeoiis had 


a hard tlm« in obtaining the right to 
vote and to send their children to the 
public schools. The white citizens de- 
clared that they were negroes, and tbe 
matter was finally carried into the 
courts. It developed that the ancestors 
of "these people emigrated to America 
about ICO years ago from the Interior 
of Portugal, and had spent some time 
in South Carolina before going to Ten- 
nessee. They declared on the witness 
stand that there wns not a drop of 
negro blood in their veins, and after 
long and tedious litigation they were 
allowed to vote aud send their children 
to pchooj. 
1"\Vhen the war broke out In 1SG1, the 
Malungeons espoused the cause of the 
Union. After the war closed nnd the 
Malungeons returned to their old pur- 
suits they found that the government 
•was interfering with one of tlK'ir chief 
Industries—making whisky. They hnd 
been distillers back In South Carolina, 
and some of the earliest stills In Ten- 
nessee were brought by their ancestors 
over the mountains from their original 
settlement. 
They killed revenue ofli- 


cers, just ns the other mountaineers 
did, for disturbing their stills. Of bite 
years, however, the revenue men have 
been so persistent in the work of de- 
stroying the illicit traffic thnt the Ma- 
lungeons have sold but little whisky 
openly. They still umkc moonshine 
whisky, but they have adopted the art- 
ful, dodging tactics of the other moon- 
shiners of the Tennessee and Kentucky 
mountains, and it Is rare that one of 
the race Is caught. So far as Known 
not one of the Malungeons has ever i 
ridden on a train. 


Their deep, religious nature is the 


most striking of all their characteris- 
tics. During their meetings they will 
siuj? nnd shout until almost beside 
themselves with religious fervor. One 
of the patriarchs of tbe Mnlmi?eons 
was Uncle Vnrd Collins. Many jours 
ngo a noted church bishop wns travel- 
ing through the Black Wa<cr district. 
lie accidentally came to Uncle Yard's 
house and asked to stay overnight 
with him, n privilege readily granted. 
When he told the old man he wns a 
preacher, the patriarch said he would 
like to hear him preach. The bishop 
nqulred where the congregation would 
come from. 
For answer his liost tonic 


a long dinner horn from Its rncl; and, 
going outdoors, blew several 
shrill 


blasts. Within an hour 100 people had 
assembled nnd showed great interest 
In the sermon. 


The Malungeons were Whigs before 


the war, and since then have voted the 
Republican ticket. Their customs have 
not changed iu 200 years. They still 
live in one roomed log cabins nnd use 
the old fashioned, long barreled rifle, 
which hangs over every doer. 
They 


nre warm hearted and hospitable, and, 
it is claimed, make the purest moun- 
tain brandy to be found. The family 
names are Gibson, Mullins, Collins*,, 


dns and a few others.—Special Cor.
